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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed May 14, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. On page 8 applicant argues that Bellamy in view of Garahi in further 
view of Browne fails to disclose the following limitation, "a memory for storing selected 
available content and a plurality of selectable status parameters indicating functionality 
of said digital video recorder..." as recited in Claim 1. Bellamy discloses an enhanced 
video recorder (EVCR) as recited in Column 3 Lines 18-28 and it is noted that an 
enhanced video recorder is well known to record digital video. Applicant argues that a 
video cassette recorder is an analog recording device; however this is untrue. As seen 
in Yoon (US 5,255,140) a video cassette recorder has the capability of providing a 
digital recording and thereby further discloses Bellamy having the ability to record digital 
data via the EVCR. Although, applicants points are understood the examiner cannot 
agree and therefore the rejection is maintained. 
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
